If, on the other hand, Cook is able to produce 
convincing proof that he actually reached the pole, ther it will not 
cmly deprive Peary of the honor of priority of discovery, but will go 
iar to confirm the suspicion that he faked a bogus claii i of discov- 
ery based on the records of Cook, which he refused to bring south 
on the Roosevelt. That suspicion rests on the similarity aetween his 
report of the dash to apd from the pole to that of Dr. Cook. The 
latter could not possibly have plagiarized from Peary, or he came 
out of the Far North ahead of Peary and without at y means of 
•cnowing where Peary was or what he claimed to have a. complished, 
whereas Cook's Eskimo companions to the pole, his inst-uments and 
his records were available to Peary. 


Evidently the North Pole discovery contention is not closed, 


and Peary may yet be proved to be the faker, and not ('ook.

Reopening the North Polar Controversy. 


Dr. Frederick A. Coak is reported by his friend, Captain Brad- 


ley S. Osborn, as being nearly ; eady to submit the data and maps 
compiled of his trip to and from the North Pole, in published form, 
which will convince the world that he was not only the first, but 
also the only discoverer of the North Pole. According to a New 
York dispatch, Captain ()sborn, who has never wavered in his faith 
in Dr. Cook, announces this to be the contents of a letter dated 
"London, October 16," which h-: has received from Dr. Cook. The 
letter discloses the fact that the British metropolis has been the dis- 
credited explorer's place of retii ement since the experts of the Uni 
versity of Copenhagen p'aced the ban of condemnation on his claims- 
to the polar discovery.
